On February 5, 1955, Bruno 
Rautenberg and a mate had 
spent the day cleaning out 
a rock swimming pool in 
Sydney’s Middle Harbour. 
Wanting to wash off, he 
ignored his friend’s warnings 
about sharks and swam out 
into water that was about 
four metres deep. “I saw the 
shark grab him by the leg... 


and was threshing madly, 
trying to drag him into deep 
water,” said his friend, who 
managed to scare the fish off 
with a section of pipe. But it 
was too late for Bruno, whose 
legs had been bitten off. 

It was the second fatal 
shark attack in the area in the 
space of three weeks. Sydney 
was gripped by panic and a 


£1000 reward posted for 
the killer creature thought 
responsible for both deaths. 

Like something out of 
Jaws, a mass hunt ensued 
around Middle Harbour, with 
hundreds of people joining in 
to tip more than a tonne of 
bait into the waters. But the 
biggest shark they caught 
was a measly two-footer. 











Marcia Hathaway was a 
well-known Sydney stage, 
radio and nnovie actress. 

On the Australia Day 
weekend in 1963, she and 
her fiance joined a group of 
friends for a boating trip to 
Sugarloaf Bay. That very 
day. The Sydney Morning 
Herald carried a front-page 
headline that warned: 
“Australia Day holiday 
surfers warned of sharks”. 

Sadly, after just five 
minutes in water less than 
a metre deep, the 32-year- 
old beauty was attacked 
by a medium-sized shark 
that savaged her calf and 
thigh. Her brave fiance • 
fought theanimal off and 
stopped it from dragging 


her into the depths. :“The 
water was stained with 
blood and I neverthought 
I would get her away from 
it,” he said later. “I think at 
one stage I had my foot 
in its mouth.” 

Friends on the boat 
used sheets to make 
tourniquets while he swam 
for help. Hathaway was 
carried to an ambulance, 
but the clutch burned out. 

A crowd of 30 gathered 
and desperately tried to 
push it up the hill. By the 
time a second ambulance 
arrived, Hathaway had lost 
her 20-minute battlefor 
survival. She was the last 
person to die of a shark 
attack in Sydney Harbour. 


In April 1935 a fisherman 
hooked a small shark off 
Sydney’s Coogee Beach, 
only fora 3.5-metre tigerto 
swallow up his catch as he was 
reeling it in. Happy with his 
two-for-one bonus, the angler 
handed it over for display at 
the Coogee Aquarium Baths. 

There, on Anzac Day, 
visitors were sickened when 
the shark spewed upa human 
arm, in good enough nick for 
the cops to fingerprint it. 

Police identified it as 
having been cut from Jim 
Smith, a small-time Sydney 
crook who had gone missing 
on April 7. The police 
suspected he’d been 
murdered by underworld 
associates, Reginald Holmes 
and Patrick Brady. 

After being questioned. 
Holmes shot himself in the 
head. Somehow he survived, 
jumped on a speedboat and 
led the cops on a merry chase 
around Sydney Harbour. 
When he was nabbed. 

Holmes claimed Brady had 
murdered Smith and then 
come to his house waving 
the severed arm, threatening 
Holmes’s life if he didn’t 
give him £500. 

The case against Brady fell 
apart after Holmes was found 
shot to death in The Rocks in 
what looked like suicide. 

Brady was acquitted and 
went to his grave protesting 
his innocence. As for the 
shark? Poor bastard was killed 
and gutted a few days after 
coughing up the evidence.

! On September 2, 1951, his 
yacht Chr/st/ne was found

Australia was spellbound 
by the mystery for weeks. An 
. inquest later determined the 
good doctor had sustained 
a serious injury after running 
aground and then falling into 
the water, where he was 
attacked by a shark, before 
clambering back aboard his 
yacht and succumbing to his 
terrible wounds. 


In 1893, Deliverance Island 
in the Torres Strait became 
home to Harry Envc^ldt, 
Australia’s real-life version of 
Robinson Crusoe. Originally 
a Danish sailor whose vessel 
wa^ shipwrecked, he 
shunned society and lived 
alone on his tropical paradise. 
Envoldt built a thatched hut, 
raised fowl, grew vegies and 
used a cage to trap fish and 
turtles. He didn’t leave his 
island home for 35 years. His 
last diary entry was dated 


January 27, 1928, when the 
thin 78-year-old wrote about 
the daring tiger sharks who 
were coming up to the beach 
at high tide. A New Guinea 
trader soon after found 
Envoldt’s body a little way 
inland, minus a foot and hand, 
and guessed he’d been 
attacked by sharks when 
tending his fishing cages. 

The tough old bastard had 
apparently fdught them 
off but bled to death as he 
tried to reach his hut.

In December 1934, a 14-year- 
old lad named Roy Inman 
was enjoying a summer 
holiday in tranquil Horsfield’s 
Bay a mile from the NSW 
Central Coast town of Woy 
Woy. Watched by older 
sister Kathleen, Roy and his 
younger sister Joyce were 
diving off a small jetty by 
their cottage. As Joyce trod

Courier Mail reported. “The 
girl frantically searched the 
locality, pushing the oar 
down into the water in the 
hope that the shark would 
release its victim, but in 
vain.” Local fishermen had 
seen sharks in the bay and 
warned against swimming.

Not unless you’re 
very bloody unlucky. 
Estimates vary but 
maffs boffins put the 
lifetime chances of 
dying from a shark 
attack at one in 3.7 
million. In 2004, it was 
one in 913,200,766. 

Put another way, 
you’ve got far more 
chance of dying from a 
lightning strike (one in 
79,746) or by drowning 
(one in 1134) than 
ending upas shark 
poo. In 2013, there 
werejust 10 deaths 
from a worldwide total 
of 72 unprovoked 
shark attacks. 
Worldwide, between

On a Saturday morning in 
June 1923, four miners went 
fishing in their 4m skiff off 
the Belambi River near 
Wollongong, NSW. 

A shoal of sharks hit their 
flimsy vessel, a dorsal fin 
tearing a hole in its hull and 
they were left clinging to the 
upturned boat. Only two 
could swim. Joseph Rigby 
and John Butler shook hands 
and tried to make it the few 
kays back to shore. 

Rigby had only gone a 
short way when he gave a cry 
and went under, presumably 
attacked by a shark. Butler 
got tangled in fishing lines 
and returned to the upturned 
boat. George Clarke became 
exhausted and drowned. 
While Butler tried tg fix the 
hole in the.boat, his last mate 
Garnett Powell disappeared. 
The^ole survivor managed 
to right the boat and flag, 
down a passing coal ship. 


We can’t blame sharks for 
attacking people in their 
domain. That’s the argument 
quite rightly raised against 
culling in the wake of a fatal 
attack. But spare a thought 
for poor South Australian 
bloke Leslie Oswald Harris,

“GOODBYE, 

MATES, 

THIS IS IT!” 

In March 1977, three blokes 
were night fishing when 
their boat was unwittingly 
cut in half and sunk by a 
Japanese freighter. Verdon 
Harrison, 32, John Hays, 45, 
and Victor Beaver, 74, 
survived the accident and 
clung to an ice box for 
almost two days, their 
terror increasing as they 
floated farther from 
Moreton Island, Qld. 

Then the sharks arrived. 
Beaver was attacked first, 
calling, “Goodbye, mates, 
this is it!” as he was 
dragged away. Hays had an 
arm ripped off but bravely 
fought the shark and got 
back onto the icebox. “I 
gouged his eye out — he 
won’t be back,” the plucky 
bastard said — right before 
a second attack saw him 
taken into the deep. 
Harrison climbed onto the 
^ ice box, with a big shark 
trying to get him. Luckily, 
rescuers spotted him. “How 
I escaped. I’ll never know,” 
he said. “It was a nightmare.” 



One of 20th Century 
Australia’s most successful 
businessmen, Sir Frank 
Beaurepaire, built his tyre 
empire on the reward he 
received for his bravery in 
rescuing a shark attack 
victim. Born in 1891, 
Beaurepaire was a champion 
swimmer, winning three 
silver and bronze Olympic 
medals. On February 4, 1922, 
a crowd of 6000 gathered to 
enjoy a day at Coogee. 

Among them was Milton 
Coughlan, 19. “The swimmer 
was observed standing 
about waist deep on the 
edge of the channel which 


I runs beyond the reef and 
i then a huge something 
i flashed in the sun, clear of 
the water, and the horrified 
crowd next saw for some 
minutes a shark and the 
swimmer threshing around 
: ina welter of blood-stained 
i water and scarlet-flecked

Coughlan was savaged 
before he could make It to 
I shore, the shark biting off 
one arm at the elbow and 
I mangling the other terribly. 

A “well-known swimmer” 
named Frank Chalmers raced 
to his rescue, and was soon

I after they got him to shore.

A second later he looked down 
to see an enormous bull shark 
had his hand and leg in its mouth. 
With the beast trying to drag 
him under, DeGelder thought 
quickly and punched its nose. It 


released him and he popped 
to the surface — only to see his 
hand was gone. Keeping his 
stump above his heart and out of 
the water so his blood wouldn’t 
attract the shark again, 
cool-headed DeGelder swam 
to a Navy boat, which rushed 
him to hospital. There, surgeons 
amputated his leg. Six years 
later, he’s a motivational speaker 
and shark conservationist.

RODNEY FOX 

The South Australian is the world’s 
miracle attack survivor. In December 
1963 the champion spearfisher was 
almost killed by a great white. 

“It was swimming along with 
me in its mouth,” he says. “I gouged 
around its head and it sort of let me 
go. It stopped and I sort of fell out of 
its mouth and instinctively thrust 
my hand at it to push it away. 

“But it went in its mouth, over its 
sharp teeth. Before it could close its 
mouth and bite my arm off I ripped 
it out. I thought, what else can I do? 

“I grabbed the shark around the 
belly ...thinking if I held on it can’t 
bite me.” Fox was pulled from the 
water by a boat crew alive but 


ripped apart — his abdomen was 
fully opened up, all the ribs on the 
left side of his body were broken, 
his spleen was exposed, his scapula 
was punctured, his right hand was 
sliced up and he lost so much blood 
his veins were about to collapse. 


Miraculously, a main artery was 
exposed but intact, otherwise he 
would’ve bled to death in seconds. 
Rushed ashore and then to hospital, 
Fox underwent four hours of 
surgery that required 462 stitches. 
The attack led to his lifelong 


fascination with great whites 
and attempts to understand 
and conserve the species. 

In 1965, he built the world’s 
first shark cage and he has been 
involved in over 70 films and docos, 
including Jaws in 1975.

AUSTRALIA VS SOUTH AFRICA SEMI FINAL, EDGBASTON, 1999 


^ Having just beaten South 
Africa in the Super Six stage 
(see page 55), Australia found 
themselves in another dogfight 
in this epic semi final. After 
losing the toss we struggled 
against speedster Allan Donald 
and seamer Shaun Pollockto 
make 213. Wickets fell steadily 


through the South African innings, 
with wicketkeeper Mark Boucher, 
Pollockand big-hitting bowler 
Lance Klusener bringing the 
Saffers within striking distance 
of Australia’s total. But it’s the 
last over for which this game 
will always be remembered: 

South Africa needed nine to 


win. Klusener clubbed the first two 
from Damien Fleming for four. South 
Africa was now level, and needed just 
one. A tie would see Australia go 
through because oftheir Super Six 
win. Klusener mishit the next one. 

He also mishit the fourth ball but 
decided to run anyway. Sprinted, 
in fact. Donald was watching the 


ball, not Klusener, and didn’t 
react. By the time he did, Fleming 
had received the ball from Mark 
Waugh at mid-off and rolled it 
down the pitch to Adam Gilchrist, 
who whipped off the bails and ran 
Donald out. Australia was 
through to the final. 
Pandemonium! 
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PAKISTAN WIN IN 
MELBOURNE, 1992 

♦ Led by the charismatic Imran 
Khan, who was retiring after the 
tournament, Pakistan surged toa 
historic win when Australia hosted 
the World Cup in 1992. They looked 
anything but contenders early in 
the tournament, winning just one 
of five matches, and gaining a vital 
point when their match against 
England was rained out. A famous 
mid-tournament rev-up by Khan 
had the desired effect. The Pakis 
beat Australia, Sri Lanka and New 
Zealand twice, including inthesemi 
final, to meet England in thefinal. 
Led by an inspirational innings from 
Imran, Pakistan stunned tho cricket 
world by claiming the Cupand 
sending Melbourne’s Pakistani 
expats just slightly crazy. 


PUNTER’S 
CENTURY. 2003 


♦ At the height of his 

ball-striking powers, 

Ricky Ponting owned 
the 2003 World Cup Final 
against India, smashing 140 
off 121 in a match-winning 
performance that saw 
Australia defend its title. 
Supported by Damien 
Martyn after Hayden and 
Gilchrist had got Australia 
off to a solid start, Ponting 
actually took 74 balls to 
makeSO, including justone 
four. But then he went nuts, 
taking only 29 ballstogo 
from 50 to 100. It started 
with two consecutive sixes 
over midwicket off his old 
nemesis Harbhajan and 
continued until Australia 
had reached the highest 
total in a World Cupfinal: 
359. It proved too much 
for India’s batsman and 
Australia claimed the title 
without losing a match 
in the tournament.

CHAOTIC END

♦ Australia’s moment 
of supreme triumph — 
becoming the first side to 
win three successive World 
Cup finals — was almost 
overshadowed by a totally 
bizarre end to the 2007 
World Cup final between us 
and the Sri Lankans in the 
Caribbean.

Knight, he clocked 98.4mph 
for the second ball of the over, 
99.1mph on the fifth and then 
on the last ball, drew a massive 
cheer from the crowd as the big 
screen showed the delivery to 
bel00.2mph,orl61.3kmh.
